Woburn, Melrose Highlands, Edge- 
worth, West Medford, and Wilmington. 
A discussion then occurred on the “Good 
Sabbath School,” which was opened by 
Rev M M Cutter of West Medford, and 
followed by Rev A B Dascomb ot Win- 
chester, afler which live minute addresses 
were made by Revs. Hazen, Wellman, 
Bale and Crawford, and Messrs Lovejoy

Ile was now made Topographical En- 
vineer-in-Chief of the Army of the Poto- 
mac. Just previous to the battle of Get- 
tysburg, be obtained leave of 
and hastening North, was married, and 
in the same aiternoon left again for the 
army. In the battle itself his duties led 
him everywhere over the Held, and once, 
as be was crossing it under a heavy fire, 
4 bullet cut his chin underneath, infl cting 
i slight wound, On the second day he 
stood on Round Top Hill alone, not a 
soldier near, and saw the enemy sweep- 
ing round upon it.

THE MESSAGE, 

The President’s Message is one of the 
best state papers evee laid before Con 
yress, The matters that 
country are approached in a straightfors 
ward manner, and treated in a way that 
allmay understand, and which must 
commend it to the favorable judgment of 
the people. Itis the longest document 
written by President Grant, and his best. 
Atits close he sums upio a clear and 
concise form, the subject matter of the 
message. and the country cannot but be 
better if Congress adopts his suggestions, 
and embodies them into laws. We quote 
the conclusion:— 


As this will be the last annual message 
which I shall have the bonor of trans~ 
mitting to Congress before my successor 
is chosen, I will repeat or recapitulate 
the questions which I deem of impor- 
tance to be legislated upon and settled at 
this session. 

First—That the States sball be required 
to aflord the opportunity of a good com 
mon school education to every child 
within their limits, 

Segond—No sectarian tenets shall ever 
be taught in any school supported in 
whole or in part by the State, aation, or 
by tbe proceeds of any tax levied upon 
any community; make education compul- 
sory so far as to deprive all persdns who 
caunot read or write from becoming vot- 
ers aller Me year 1890; distranchising 
none, however, on grounds of illiteracy, 
who may he voters at the time the 
amendment takes effect. 

Third—Declare Church and State for- 
ever separate and distinct, but each free 
within their proper spheres, and that all 
chureb property shall bear its own pro 
portion of taxation, 

Fourth—Drive out licensed immorality 
such as polygamy and the importation of 
women for illegitimate purposes. To 
recur again to the centennial year: It 
would seem as though as if now, as we 
are about to begin the second century of 
our national existence, 1t would be a most 
Hitting time for these reforms. 

Fiith—Enact such laws as will insure 
a speedy return to sound currency, such 
as will command the respect of the world. 
3elieving that these views will commend 
themselves to the majority of the right 
thinking and patriotic citizens of the 
United States, I submit the rest to Con- 
gress,

In Gen, Sherman’s ‘* Memoirs” occurs

After the fall of Vicksburg, and its 
corollary, Port Hudson, the Mississippi

him and drove him into Chattanooga. 
The whole country seemed paralyzed by 
this unhappy event; and tho authorities 
in Washington were thoroughly stam- 
peded, From the Hast the Eleventh 
Corps (Slocum), and the Twelfth Corps 
(Howard), wore sent by rail to Nash- 
ville, and forward under command of 
General Hooker; orders were also sent 
to General Grant by Halleck, to send 
what re-enforcements could spare 
Immediately toward Chattanooga.
